Possibly no man is the recipient of 
move ' good" advice than the farmer 
and one of the favorite axioms of the 
farmers advisors is that mixed farin- 
ing is the only system to adoptin this 
part of the provinee, The provincial 
goverpment has advocated the idea 
extensively and hae gone so far as to 
send out short-vourse schools with a 
view to the encouragement of the 
system, 

The average farmer answers that 
under existing conditions mixed farm- 
ing in this part of Alberta ie imposai- 
ble; and the man on the spot should 
know as much, if not more, of the 
pros and cone of the case as the heads 
of the different schoole of agriculture, 

We beliove that both are correct in 
their views, but we do not advocate 
for a moment a general exodus trom 
the province. On the contrary, we 
believe that a compromise could, most 
certainly should be effected between 
the farmers and the provinoial govern- 
ment, which would result in a better 
eondition of affairs thoughout thie 
district, 

In the first place, if mixed farming 
is the only thing for Southern Alberta 
it is manifestly the duty of the govern- 
ment to make that ‘only thing” 
possible; and if the farmers are all 
agreed that the ‘only thing possible” 
ix impossible under existing conditions 
the first duty of the authorities is to 
find out what are the conditious 
existing which render mixed farming 
impossible, 

Those who are conversant with the 
conditions in Southern Albertu know 
| that the greatest handicap here is the 

shortage of water, A succession of 
bad years hus left practically all our 
farmers in very straitened circum. 
slances, and it is quite beyond their 
means to sink wella deep enough to 
secure a flow of water sufficient to 
supply any great number of stock. 
And itis not necessary for every far- 
}mer te have a well, An uverage of 
| four wells to every township would 


| be ample for the needs of the district. 
| We believe that the provincial goy- 


| ernment possess several drilling rigs,

LONDON’S “SEASON.” 


It Officially Opens With the Private 
View at the Royal Academy. 

The London “seasy 
ly every English novel and th bundreds 
of Englisb short stories. It ts a semi: 
sacred “tradition” that dates back 
nearly a century and a balf. 

The inaugural of the operatic season 
has come to be its actual beginning. al- 
[though officially the Loudon season 
| does not begin until the private view 
jof the Royal academy, on the Satur 
day previous to the tirst Monday. ip 
May. 

Important as it Is to attend the 
opera's opening performance, the Roy- 
al academy private view and dinner 
still continue to be the great inaugural 
functions of the season. It ts a snb- 
lime recognition of the power of, the 
fourth estate that the press’ men are | 
given the first glimpse of the new) 
paintings comprising the Royal acad- 
emy’s annual exbibition, Even royalty 
has to be content with second place. 
On the Wednesday preceding the prt- 
vate view the gentlemen of the press 
have sole possession of the gallery. 
Every important newspaper of Great 
Britain and Ireland is invited to send 
a representative, and the London cor 
respondents of the big American and 
colonial newspapers are also similarly 
honored. All day Wednesday and 
Thursday morning they uave the gal- 
lery to themselves. On Thursday aft- 
ernoon the members of the royal fam- 
fly take possession of the exhibition. 
Then comes the Royal academy din- 
ner, at which custom presertbes that 
the royal family and the cabinet must 
be represented. 

The “private view" ts an accnrate 
phrase, except that ft is not private 
and the crush is so great that ft Is 
almost impossible to view the paint- 
ings. Everybody who is anybody must 
xo, however, and those Americans who 
are exciuded from Burlington honse 
on that day of fate may as well return 
home and try to forget True, they 
may later visit the gallery and study 
the works of art-4n a leisurely and 
comfortable manner, but what social 
climber wants to do that? 

The London season, us an (nstitution, 
was established by George LII.; but, as 
iu many other matters, that amiable 
monarch did not show good Jndgment 
and started the season in January. 
When Queen Victoria came to the 


throne she {naugurated the metropvt- 
itan season in February, but later sbe 
changed the date to about the first of 
May. After the death of ber consort 
the London season bad to grt along 
without royal participation, but despite 
this handicap it gradually increased tn 
importance. It is the harvest season | 
for the hotels and the merebants of 
Bond and Regent streets and Piccadil. 
ly.—New York World .

enabled many to keep on the vight 
side of the ledger. 

This is only one instance. Hardly 
any of our settlers have made the 


slightest effort to raise garden pro- 
duce, while many farms have never 
heard the cackling of hens or the 
grunting of hogs. Many argue that 
the cultivation of vegetables, ete , is 
not profitable and some even assert 
that is impossible. 

What is possible for one person is 
equally possible to the majority, Of 
course it entails a little labor--but 
labor is cheaper by far than laziness, 


with extravagent business methods, 
The greatest coutribujgy to the ex- 
treme tightness of nsy in towns 
where conditions should have been 
comparitively easy has been the bane- 
ful credit system. It is a well-known 
fact that people will often buy under 
this system what they would never 
dream of paying cash for, and apart 
from this, under the credit system 


stead of that which they need, Mer- 
chants have taken long chances heed- 
lessly, and now have to realise that 
the cash system alone is business and 
the credit system is mere speculation, 

It has been often said that Alberta 
is a great “next-year” country, What 
is true to the extravagent is also true 
to the econemical, with this difference 
—the first pile up debts, even in good 
years, which they will pay next year;

Indian Sedition Trials 

Numerous clues connecting the sed- 
itionist movements in the Punjab, Raj- 
putana and Bengal with one another 
have fallen into the hands of the 
police. Sensational disclosures have 
been made in the political trial pro- 
ceeding at Arrah, where Jain students 
from the Jaipur schoo] are charged 
with the murde. of a rich Hindu 
temple-keeper and his servant by cut- 
ting their throats with penknives, with 


a view to stea'ing funds for the sup-, 


port of seditio.ism. This murder is 
linked with the Delhi trial, where the 
prosecution has applied for permis- 


sion to prove the connection of the 
Delhi prisoners with the Jaipur 
school. 


During the hearing of the Delhi sedi- 
tion case one oi the Indian witnesses, 
a student in the Islamia college, La- 
hore, related the conversations that 
had taken place between himself and 
a certain Hanwant Sahai, who de- 
scribed the nature of the movement in 
which he and others were engaged. It 
was proposed, Hanwant Sahai said, to 
organize a secret society, forming two 
concentric circles. A select band of 
five would compose the inner ring, 
while the outer circle would comprise 
all the Punjab.

Qualities of Radium Not Understood 

Nothing in modern times has led to 
such quackery as the word “radium.” 
It is therefore very interesting to 
learn that the British Science guild 
has taken the maiter up and has in- 
vestigated the way that the word, 
and the element thar the word denotes, 
has been exploited on a confiding pub- 
lic. Radium is a metal of which a 
minute specimen has been prepared 
and this faint, silvery film is in the 
possession of Mme. Curie, in Paris, It 
is sealed up in the little quartz cruc- 
ible in which it was first preduced. 
The so-called radium of which we hear 
so much is one of the salts of rad- 
ium, either the chloride or the brom- 
ide, geenrally the latter and somehcw 
or other it hag been taken by the pop- 
ular mind as a great healer. 

The man in the street seems to 
think that it is some kind of a costly 
drug that has been invented by doc- 
tors.

AGRICULTURAL LABORER’S HOLD, 
INGS AS INSTITUTED BY THE 
DANISH GOVERNMENT 


Remarkable Success Attends the 
Adoption of a Plan to Provide State 
Aid For Farmers in Denmark 
Giving the Poor Man a Chance. 
Anything relating to Danish agrk 

culture is of wor:d-wide interest, for 

the dairies instituted by the Danes 
have for long been models to the 
world. 

Agricultural laborer’s holdings were 
instituted in Denmark some fifteun 
years ago. The act Was of a tenta- 
tive mature only, and, wiseiy, pro 
vision Was made for its revision every 
five years, so that its next text will 
jbe revised again within the next few 
months. 

An applicant for a small holding 
must be a Wane between the ages of 
twenty-five and fifty, must not have 
been condemned by the courts for an 
act dishonoring him in public opinion 
and not have been in receipt of re 
lief out of the public rates. He muet 
also have been engaged in agricul- 
tural labor fov at least four years 
since the completion of his eigh 
teenth year, ond be incapable of at 
taining the position of a landowner 
by means of his own resources, but 
possess the tenth part of the value 
of the holding applied for. 

The holdings cannot be less than 
one hectare in area, but as a rule 
may not exceed 6,500 crowns in value 
—the crown is equal to 59 cents— 
and, in exceptional cases 8,000 crowns, 
including the value of the building, 
live stock, and _ furniture. Finally, 
;each individual can only obtain a 
loan for a single holding. 

The total number of holdings creat 
ed between 1901 and 1911 was 5,777, 
and the treasury loans amounted to 
25,410,148 crowns. The number of 
applications, small at first, iccreases 
yearly, the applicants being for the 
most part either married or about 
to marry. 

The returns as to the number of 
head of live stock (including poultry) 
owned by the state-aided farmers are 
important, as they enable us to appre. 
ciate the economic situation of suca 
peasant farmers. 

The available returns refer to the 
live stock owned by 5,374 farmers on 
April 1, 1911. At that date their 
farms supported 6,187 horses, 22,079 
head of horned cattle, 33,626 pigs, 1- 
156 sheep and 155,250 fowls. These 
figures represent an average per farm 
of 1 horse, 4.1 head of horned cattle, 
6.3 pigs, 0.2 sheen and 29 fowls. 

Comparing these figures with those 
of the previous statistica. return, we 


find, that, except in the case of 
sheep, the number of head of live 
stock per farm has considerably in- 


creased in the space of five years. 

It seems that the immediate anx- 
|iety of the farmers, from the moment 
of their taking; pcssession, is at once 
jto have a sufficient

tle. Only afterwirds do they con- 
jcern themselves’ about acquiring 


horses, but the increase in tLe num- 
ber of the cattk has been far more 
rapid.

;cent., were members of co-operative 
dairies; 2,880, or 56 per cent. of co 
operative slaughter-houses; 1,023, or 
20 per cent., of co-operative societies 
for the sale of eggs; 94, or 18 per 
|cent. of live stock improvement syndt 
cates. 


How Nectar Becomes Honey 

The honey stored by bees and the 
nectar produced by flowers are entire 
|ly different substances. both are 
Sweet to the taste; but whereas nec- 
tar is a thin fluid with a high per- 
centaye of Water and generally a flav- 
or suggestive of the flower from 
which it cam@?, honey is much thicker, 
with far less water, and with no odor 
}or flavor of any particular blossoms. 

The difference between the raw 
nectar and the finished honey are 
brought about partly within and part- 
ly outside the bodies of the bees, The 
|nectar is sucked up by the bee’s long 
tongue into a portion of its digestive 
apparstus known as the honey sac. 
The newest theory is that here a por- 
tion of the water is removed from it 
jand that a slight chemical change alse 
takes place. 

On the bee’s return to its home, the 
|now denser liquid is discharged from 
‘the mouth into the cells of the hive, 
and the secretions of certain glands 
in the bee’s head are mixed with it. 
Science has demonsrated that there is 
{formic acid in these secretions and 
this probably serves as an antiseptic 
and prevents decomposition of the 
honey. 

The honey, however, is not yet 
“ripe”’—it is still too limpid. To pro- 
mote further evaporation of water and 
bring the honey to the consistency 
, which we know, some of the bees mar- 
shal themselves ix long lines tear the 
entrance of the hive and by arapid ve 
bration of their wings force currerts 
of air over the cells or combs where 
the honey is stored. 

At such times a strong eurrent of 
warm air may be felt coming out of 
|the hive by quietly bringing the hand 
close to the entrance. This process is
